year. 
The unusual rank of the Key­ 
stone State is fifth or sixth, but this 
year New York, Minnesota, Michigan 
and Wisconsin, all important potato 
producing states, have fallen below. 
The estimated crops in the leading 
states as compared with the 1924 
estimated production are:

The quality of the Keystone crop is 
reported as unusually good and dig­ 
ging reports to the state department 
of agriculture from the important po­ 
tato counties show yields per acre to 
be heavier than expected. 
The esti­ 
mated crop increased 1,400,000 bushels 
between October I and November I, 
and prospective production now stands 
only about two per cent below the 
bumper crop of 1924 and seven per 
cent above the average crop for the 
last five years. 
The unusual rank of Pennsylvania 
this year is due to the favorable sea­ 
son and high acre yields, and in the 
face of an actual decrease in acreage. 
This situation coupled with an un­ 
favorable season, low acre yields, and 
decreased acreage in other important 
producing states, has brought Penn­ 
sylvania into second place. 
In dither 
words, the high rank is a seasonable 
situation and-not likely a permanent 
fchift in potato production. 
While it is impossible to predict the 
future trend of potato prices, 
the 
shortage in the crop for the entire 
country makes it certain that a price 
level higher than the abnormally low 
one of last year will prevail through­ 
out the marketing season.
